IIo belittled 
the bill, characterizing it ae no oai-tbJj'account 
aad valueless aa a measure for civil sorvico 
reform, declaring that it did not amount to n, 
Lill of beans. It ia, bo said, "a little cataplasm 
that was not half largo enough to cover tho 
great political soio." Ho addressed himself to 
tho Republican party r.nd to their methods 
during tho past twenty years and moro.clui-iug 
which t;mo they havo had abundant opportu- 
nity to purify tlio civil nclminiatratioE, and 
held that during that long period the Repub- 
lican party had succeeded in debauching tho 
civil administration or tho government and de- 
bauching the people to a very groat extent. 


Benator Williams said ho wanted to bring
